You  are  hereby  notified  to  meet  at  the  Community  Building  in  said  Bow  on 
Tuesday,  the  I  Oth  day  of  March,  1970,  at  ten  o'clock  in  the  forenoon  to  act 
upon  the  following  subjects  hereinafter  set  forth.  The  voting  on  Article  I  will  be 
by  official  ballot,  and  the  polls  shall  open  for  balloting  at  ten  o'clock  in  the 
forenoon  and  shall  not  close  before  eight  o'clock  in  the  evening.  The  remaining 
articles  of  the  warrant  shall  be  acted  upon  at  eight  o'clock  in  the  evening  or  at 
the  closing  of  the  polls  if  the  meeting  shall  vote  to  keep  the  polls  open  to  a  later 
hour. 

1 .  To  choose  by  Non-Partisan  Ballot  the  following  town  officers: 

One  Selectman  for  two  years 

One  Selectman  for  three  years 

A  Town  Treasurer  for  one  year 

A  Town  Clerk  for  one  year 

Two  members  of  the  Budget  Committee  for  three  years 

One  Library  Trustee  for  five  years 

One  Trustee  of  Trust  Funds  for  three  years 

A  Sexton  for  one  year 

A  Police  Chief  for  one  year 

One  Water  Commissioner  for  three  years 

One  Sewer  Commissioner  for  three  years 

2.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  accept  the  Budget  as  submitted  by  the 
Budget  Committee. 

3.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  Board  of  Selectmen  to 
borrow  money  in  anticipation  of  taxes. 

4.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  petition  the  State  Tax  Commission  to 
have  an  audit  by  the  Division  of  Municipal  Accounting  of  the  Town  Accounts. 

5.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  one 
thousand  two  hundred  eighty-eight  dollars  and  twenty-six  cents  ($1 ,288.26)  for 
T.  R.  A.  construction,  the  State  to  furnish  the  amount  of  eight  thousand  five 
hundred  eighty-eight  dollars  and  forty-two  cents  ($8,588.42)  to  be  spent  on 
Robinson  Road.* 

6.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  improve  the  construction  of  the  public 
highway   known   as   Bow  Center   Road   and   Wood   Hill   Road  and  raise  and 
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appropriate  the  sum  of  fifteen  thousand  ($15,000.00)  dollars  for  this  purpose, 
the  State  to  furnish  matching  funds.* 

7.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  improve  the  construction  of  the  public 
highway  known  as  South  Bow  Road  and  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of 
twenty-three  thousand  ($23,000.00)  dollars  for  this  purpose.* 

8.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  five 
hundred  ($500.00)  dollars  to  be  added  to  the  Capital  Reserve  Fund  established 
for  alteration,  addition,  improvement  and  acquisition  of  lands  for  the  Baker  Free 
Library.* 

9.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  Board  of  Selectmen  to 
transfer  surplus  funds  not  to  exceed  thirty  thousand  ($30,000.00)  dollars  to  be 
added  to  the  Capital  Reserve  Fund  for  the  purchase  of  Highway  Equipment. 

10.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  Board  of  Selectmen  to 
withdraw  from  the  Capital  Reserve  Fund  established  for  the  purchase  of 
Highway  Equipment,  a  sum  of  money  not  to  exceed  three  thousand  four 
hundred  ($3,400.00)  dollars  for  the  purchase  of  a  body  sander  and  authorize  the 
Board  of  Selectmen  and  Road  Agent  to  purchase  the  same. 

1 1 .  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  Board  of  Selectmen  to 
withdraw  from  the  Capital  Reserve  Fund  established  for  the  purchase  of 
Highway  Equipment,  a  sum  of  money  not  to  exceed  four  thousand  ($4,000.00) 
dollars  for  trading  a  highway  truck. 

12.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  ten 
thousand  ($10,000.00)  dollars  to  improve  the  construction  of  the  public 
highway  known  as  Wood  Hill-Hooksett  Road.* 

1 3.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  trade  the  present  loader  for  a  new  loader 
and  authorize  the  Board  of  Selectmen  to  withdraw  from  the  Capital  Reserve 
Fund  established  for  the  purchase  of  Highway  Equipment,  a  sum  of  money  not 
to  exceed  twenty-three  thousand  ($23,000.00)  dollars  to  purchase  the  same. 

14.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  one 
thousand  ($1 ,000.00)  dollars  to  establish  a  Capital  Reserve  Fund  for  the  purpose 
of  replacing  Police  Department  Equipment.* 

15.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  improve  the  construction  of  the  public 
highway  and  bridge  (dry  bridge)  known  as  the  River  Road  and  raise  and 
appropriate  the  sum  often  thousand  ($10,000.00)  dollars  for  this  purpose.* 

16.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  accept  from  the  Bow  School  District  a 
deed  of  gift  of  the  Bow  Mills  School  and  lot  (including  sewerage  right  of  way 
and  sewage  field)  for  public  uses. 

17.  To  see  if  the  qualified  voters  of  the  Town  of  Bow,  N.  H.  will  vote  to 
change  the  right  of  way  of  Valley  Road,  from  three  rods,  to  two  rods,  making 
equal  distance  from  the  nearest  point  of  Lamora  home  south  to  center  of  right 
of  way  and  the  nearest  point  of  the  Wood  home  north  to  center  of  right  of  way, 
using  the  existing  curbing  line  to  establish  the  direction  of  said  right  of  way,  and 
further,  that  the  Selectmen  be  authorized  to  quit  claim  and  release  to  the 
abutters  any  interest  the  Town  may  have  in  strips  of  land  to  the  north  and  to  the 
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south  no  longer  to  be  an  easement  for  public  travel.  By  Petition 

1 8.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  become  a  member  of  the  regional  planning 
commission,  now  organized  and  named  the  Central  New  Hampshire  Regional 
Planning  Commission.  This  Commission  will  have  membership  of  at  least  two 
municipalities  and  will  have  jurisdiction  over  the  planning  region  delineated  by 
the  State  Office  of  Planning  and  Research.  The  objective  of  the  Commission  will 
be  to  plan  for  and  encourage  regional  planning  analysis,  provide  consensus  on 
major  problems  of  regional  concern  and  to  assist  in  the  effectuation  of  projects 
within,  and  which  extend  beyond,  the  boundaries  of  a  particular  town.  The 
Commission  will  have  only  the  authority  conferred  on  it  by  Chapter  36:45-53, 
Revised  Statutes  Annotated,  1955,  and  will  be  an  advisory  commission  to  local 
governments  in  the  region.  Members  of  the  Commission  shall  be  appointed  by 
the  Selectmen  in  accordance  with  State  law.  Two  representatives  will  be 
appointed  from  Bow. 

19.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  one 
thousand  one  hundred  eighty-six  ($1,186.00)  dollars  as  the  Town's  share  for  the 
studies  and  operation  of  the  Central  New  Hampshire  Regional  Planning 
Commission.  These  funds  will  be  used  for  financing  the  staff,  operation 
expenses,  planning  studies,  technical  assistance  and  other  programs  of  the 
Commission.  These  funds  may  be  used  in  conjunction  with  other  State  and 
Federal  funds  available  for  planning  purposes. 

20.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  that  upon  completion  of  the  relocation  of 
Bow  Center  and  Wood  Hill  Roads  those  lands  within  the  old  right-of-way  no 
longer  required  by  the  Town/State  as  a  public  right-of-way  shall  revert  to  the 
abutting  owners. 

21.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  ten 
thousand  ($10,000.00)  dollars  to  complete  the  construction  of  the  public 
highway  known  as  Robinson  Road.* 

22.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  and  sum  of  five 
thousand  ($5,000.00)  dollars  for  the  construction  of  sidewalks,  the  location  to 
be  recommended  by  the  School  Board  and  Selectmen.* 

23.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  twelve 
thousand  five  hundred  ($12,500.00)  dollars  to  update  the  present  communica- 
tions system  of  the  Fire,  Police  and  Highway  Departments.* 

24.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  appoint  the  Fire  Chief,  Police  Chief,  Road 
Agent  and  authorize  the  Selectmen  to  appoint  a  member  of  the  Budget  Board 
and  one  citizen  to  a  committee  to  purchase  the  communications  system 
mentioned  in  Article  23. 

25.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  a'sum  of  money  not 
to  exceed  twenty  thousand  ($20,000.00)  dollars  to  improve  the  construction  of 
the  bridge  on  Birchdale  Road.  (By  petition). 

26.  To  hear  the  reports  of  standing  committees  and  take  any  action  relating 
thereto. 

27.  To  transact  any  other  business  that  may  legally  come  before  said  meeting.

Submitted  herewith  is  the  report  of  an  examination  and  audit  of  the  accounts 
of  the  Town  of  Bow  for  the  fiscal  year  ended  December  31,  1969,  which  was 
made  by  this  Division  in  accordance  with  the  vote  of  the  Town.  Exhibits  as 
hereafter  listed  are  included  as  part  of  the  report. 

One  of  the  enclosed  audits  must  be  given  the  Town  Clerk  as  part  of  the 
permanent  records. 

SCOPE  OF  AUDIT 

Included  in  the  examination  and  audit  were  the  accounts  and  records  of  the 
Board  of  Selectmen,  Treasurer,  Tax  Collector,  Town  Clerk,  Baker  Free  Library, 
Fire  Department  and  Trustees  of  Trust  Funds. 

FINANCIAL  STATEMENTS 

Comparative    Balance    Sheets-December   31,    1968   and   December   31,    1969: 
(Exhibit  A-l) 

Comparative  Balance  Sheets  as  of  December  31,  1968  and  December  31, 
1969,  are  presented  in  Exhibit  A-l.  As  indicated  therein,  the  financial  position 
of  the  Town  changed  from  a  Net  Debt  of  $46,121.29  at  December  31,  1968  to  a 
Surplus  of  $279.59  at  December  31 ,  1969. 
Analysis  of  Change  in  Financial  Condition:  (Exhibit  A-2) 

Analysis  of  change  in  financial  condition  of  the  Town  during  the  year  is  made 
in  Exhibit  A-2,  with  the  factors  which  caused  the  change  indicated  therein. 

Comparative  Statements  of  Appropriations  and  Expenditures  —  Estimated  and 
Actual  Revenues:  (Exhibits  A-3  and  A-4) 

Comparative  statements  of  appropriations  and  expenditures,  estimated  and 
actual  revenues  for  the  fiscal  year  ended  December  31,  1969,  are  presented  in 
Exhibits  A-3  and  A-4.  As  indicated  by  the  budget  summary  (Exhibit  A-4),  a  net 
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unexpended  balance  of  appropriations  of  $23,075.45,  plus  revenue  surplus  of 
$6,263.39,  resulted  in  a  net  budget  surplus  of  $29,338.84. 

Summary  Statement  of  Receipts  and  Expenditures:  (Exhibit  B-l) 

A  summary  statement  of  receipts  and  expenditures  for  the  fiscal  year  ended 
December  31,  1969,  made  up  in  accordance  with  the  uniform  classification  of 
accounts,  is  included  in  Exhibit  B-l.  Proof  of  the  treasurer's  balance  as  of 
December  31,  1969,  is  indicated  in  Exhibit  B-2. 

Statement  of  Long  Term  Indebtedness:  (Exhibit  H) 

A  statement  of  the  outstanding  long  term  indebtedness  of  the  Town  as  of 
December  31,  1969,  showing  annual  debt  service  requirements,  is  contained  in 
Exhibit  H. 


AUDIT  PROCEDURE 

The  accounts  and  records  of  all  town  officials  charged  with  the  custody, 
receipt  and  disbursement  of  public  funds  were  examined  and  audited  in 
accordance  with  generally  accepted  auditing  standards,  and  accordingly  included 
such  tests  of  the  accounting  records  and  such  other  auditing  procedures  as  were 
considered  necessary  in  the  circumstances. 

Verification  of  uncollected  and  unredeemed  taxes  were  made  by  mailing 
notices  to  delinquent  taxpayers  as  indicated  by  the  Collector's  records.  The 
amounts  of  uncollected  and  unredeemed  taxes  as  indicated  in  this  report  are 
therefore  subject  to  any  changes  which  may  be  necessitated  by  the  return  of 
verification  notices.

REPORT  OF  HIGHWAY  DEPARTMENT 

The  year  1969  proved  to  be  a  trial  for  the  Highway  Department.  It  started 
with  the  severe  storms  in  February  which  left  everyone  pretty  snow-weary  by 
the  time  spring  rolled  around,  it  ended  in  December  with  a  real  humdinger  of  an 
ice  storm  of  which,  I  am  sure  there  is  still  some  left. 

Among  other  problems,  of  course,  was  the  loss  of  the  services  of  Walter  Jones 
as  our  supervisor.  This  fine  man  is  going  to  be  hard  to  replace,  even  for  a  portion 
of  the  duties  he  performed.  I  personally  have  missed  him  and  will  miss  him 
more,  I  am  sure. 

However,  with  all  our  setbacks,  our  construction  progressed  somewhat  on 
schedule.  4400  feet  of  River  Road  and  4900  feet  of  South  Bow  Road  were 
rebuilt.  Considerable  improvement  to  Woodhill  Hooksett  Road  was  made  with 
the  removal  of  ledge  that  has  been  a  hazard  for  so  many  years.  Finally  we  ended 
our  construction  year  with  our  T.  R.  A.  project  on  the  Robinson  Road. 

This  year's  budget  will  show  the  intent  to  complete  the  construction  of  the 
South  Bow  Road  and  Robinson  Road.  The  completion  of  these  roads  will  make 
a  great  difference  to  a  lot  of  people.  We  have  been  endeavoring  to  make  our 
roads  a  little  better  to  travel  on  and  hope  that  we  can  show  improvements  in  our 
roads  in  the  year  to  come.

Your  police  budget  for  1969  called  for  a  full  time  man  and  a  police  cruiser. 
The  cruiser  was  bought  on  bid  from  John  Grappone  Ford  Company.  On  October 
1,  1969  your  full  time  man,  Gary  Nylen,  of  Bow  started  work  and  has  been  very 
busy  on  court  cases,  accidents,  investigations  and  aid  to  the  public. 

During  three  months  of  patroling  the  town,  we  have  covered  approximately 
7,230  miles  with  the  new  cruiser.

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REPORT  OF  THE 
BOW  FIRE  DEPARTMENT 

During  1969,  the  Fire  Department  made  57  runs  as  follows;  2  chimney,  4 
house  fires,  1 1  car  fires,  15  grass  and  brush  fires,  7  runs  to  the  dump,  3  industrial 
fires,  and  7  miscellaneous  fires. 

During  1969,  the  Fire  Department  sent  Dennis  Sanborn  to  Spruce  Pond 
Camp  for  one  week.  This  was  a  Conservation  Camp  and  was  a  very  interesting 
camp  for  Dennis,  and  a  fine  report  was  given  by  him  on  his  return. 

We  have  had  a  very  intensive  training  program  during  1969.  Our  Training 
Officer  has  run  Pump  courses,  ladders,  some  First  Aid,  and  a  lot  of  training  was 
done  on  our  new  truck  after  it  arrived  in  October. 

Our  new  truck  arrived  in  October  which  made  our  fourth  piece  of  equipment. 
This  truck  is  a  much  needed  one  to  keep  a  back  up  supply  of  water  for  our  other 
two  pumpers. 

During  1969,  the  fires  in  Town  took  a  decline,  as  we  dropped  about  ten  runs 
over  last  year.  This  was  due  to  people  being  careful  and  fire  conscious  around 
their  homes. 

Fire  Prevention  is  a  must  in  the  home  if  we  are  going  to  continue  to  keep  our 
fires  down.  Every  home  should  have  a  fire  plan.  Children  should  know  how  to 
get  out  in  case  of  fire.  If  a  fire  should  start  in  your  home,  call  the  Fire 
Department  immediately  and  then  get  out.  If  you  have  a  large  fire  do  not  try  to 
put  it  out  yourself  as  loss  of  life  may  result. 

During  late  1969,  Clarence  Huggins,  who  has  been  associated  with  the  fire 
service  for  many  years,  moved  to  Bow.  He  donated  to  our  Department  a  Deluge 
Set,  a  set  of  Ladder  Pipes,  many  Nozzles  and  Couplings.  This  equipment  was 
very  much  appreciated  by  the  Department  and  the  Town. 

Remember,  we,  as  Firemen,  are  here  to  serve  you.  Call  us  immediately  when 
we  are  needed.  Start  a  good  Fire  Prevention  Program  in  your  home.  Your  quick 
action  in  calling  us  may  save  your  home  and  possibly  a  life.

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REPORT  OF  THE 

FOREST  FIRE  WARDEN 

AND  DISTRICT  CHIEF 

Less  fortunate  than  our  northern  towns,  we  had  too  many  fires.  Carelessness 
in  burning  trash  and  discarding  smoking  material  and  children  playing  with  fire 
caused  most  of  the  fires.  Your  Forest  Fire  Warden's  job  would  be  easier  if 
everyone  understood  the  State  laws  that  govern  the  kindling  of  outdoor  fires.  A 
synopsis  of  these  laws  follow: 

Fire  Permit 

A  fire  permit  is  needed  for  all  outdoor  fires  in  or  near  woodland  anytime  the 
ground  is  not  covered  with  snow.  This  means  household  waste  burning,  even  if  in 
a  barrel,  grass  burning,  garden  trash  as  well  as  brush  burning  in  clearing 
operations.  Such  burning  is  restricted  by  regulation  to  be  prior  to  9:00  a.  m.  and 
after  5: 00  p.  m. 

Exceptions 

Commercial  or  industrial  burning  is  allowed  during  the  day  with  permission 
of  the  district  chief  a  permit  from  the  fire  warden. 

Household  waste  burning,  with  a  permit,  is  allowed  on  rainy  days  between 
9:00  a.m.  and  5:00  p.m. 

Camp  or  cooking  fires  are  allowed  on  your  own  property  on  notification  to 
the  warden.  On  another's  in  a  hazardous  area.  Permits  for  cooking  fires  in  the 
White  Mountain  National  Forest  can  be  obtained  from  the  Laconia  Office  or  at 
the  ranger  stations.  Permits  are  not  required  in  public  camp  or  picnic  grounds 
where  fireplaces  have  been  built  for  this  purpose. 

Escaped  Fires 

If  a  fire  escapes  from  your  control,  whether  or  not  you  have  a  permit,  you  are 
liable  for  the  costs  for  control  and  extinguishment.  If  you  start  a  fire  illegally 
there  is  the  additional  chance  of  a  fine.  The  landowner  may  also  recover  his  loss 
or  damages  from  the  fire. 

It  is  unlawful  to  drop  or  throw  burning  material  in  wooded  areas. 

Anyone  seeing  an  uncontrolled  and  unattended  forest  fire  is  bound  by  statute 
to  report  it. 

Penalties 

l.For    kindling    a    fire    without    a    permit.    Maximum   of   $200.00   fine;  or 
imprisonment  for  not  more  than  60  days. 

2.  For  kindling  a  fire  by  any  means  willfully  or  recklessly  that  shall  endanger 
woodlands  the  maximum  fine  is  $500.00  or  one  year's  imprisonment. 

3.  For  failure  to  totally  extinguish  a  camp  or  cooking  fire  before  leaving  it  the 
same  penalties  as  in  (1)  above. 
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4.  For  dropping  inflammable  material  in  or  near  woodland  maximum  fine  of 
$25.00. 

5.  For  smoking  or  kindling  a  fire  in  woodlands  when  a  ban  on  the  same  has  been 
proclaimed  a  maximum  fine  or  $25.00. 

Fire  prevention  is  a  personal  matter  and  a  good  habit.  Keep  our  town  free 
from  smokes  in  1970.

Bow  Comprehensive  Planning  Report  65%  complete. 
Bow  Mills  School  recommended  for  Town  Offices. 

Planning  Board  recommends  full  time  administrative  employees  in  lieu  of 
Town  Manager  government. 


These  subjects  have  been  a  consistent  topic  at  most  of  the  many  meetings  the 
Planning  Board  has  held  throughout  the  past  year.  The  completion  of  the 
Comprehensive  Plan  was  delayed  several  months  by  the  assignment  of  a  new 
Planner  In  Charge  to  the  project  by  the  consultant,  Edwards  and  Kelsey,  Inc.  of 
Boston,  Massachusetts.  The  plan  is  due  to  be  completed  in  mid-May,  1970.  Then 
the  Planning  Board  expects  to  present  it  to  the  Town  through  public  meetings 
leading  to  a  special  Town  Meeting. 

Probably  the  single  most  important  phase  of  the  plan  is  currently  being 
formulated;  the  future  land  use  plan  and  the  new  zoning  regulations  and  map. 
Other  parts  of  the  plan  are  in  the  development  stage.  These  include  revised 
sub-division  regulations,  a  five  year  capital  expense  program  recommendation, 
and  the  tying  together  of  all  these  studies  into  a  meaningful  report  to  the  Town. 

With  the  scheduled  opening  of  the  new  Memorial  School  addition  in  the  fall 
of  1970  the  reuse  of  the  Bow  Mills  School  is  of  immediate  concern  to  the  Town. 
Because  of  the  desperate  need  for  additional  town  office  space  which  presently 
exists,  the  use  of  the  school  for  new  office  space  is  logical.  The  Planning  Board  is 
working  with  the  Selectmen  in  recommending  the  use  of  the  Bow  Mills  School 
for  Town  Offices  and  for  other  related  public  services  and  town  recreational 
organizations.  Proposed  town  budget  figures  include  these  recommendations. 

At  a  special  Town  Meeting  in  September,  1969,  the  Planning  Board  was 
directed  to  study  the  town  government  administration  with  consideration  to 
adopting  the  town  manager  form.  After  considerable  discussion  and  research  the 
Planning  Board  recommends  no  change  although  some  sentiment  and  merit 
exists  for  the  Town  Manager  system.  However,  the  need  for  additional 
administrative  help  was  recognized.  Consequently  the  Planning  Board  recom- 
mends the  following; 

1 .  The  hiring  of  a  full  time  town  administrator,  responsible  to  the  Selectmen, 
to  assist  and  coordinate  all  phases  of  the  Selectmen's  work. 

2.  A  full  time  employee  to  act  as  building  inspector,  zoning  officer  and  assist 
the  town  administrator. 

3.  A  full  time  secretary  for  the  Selectmen's  Office. 

4.  The  Town  Clerk  and  Tax  Collector  to  be  increased  from  three  days  a  week 
to  full  time. 

5.  A  full  time  secretary-deputy  for  the  Town  Clerk-Tax  Collector's  Office. 
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The  Planning  Board  recommends  these  as  needed  to  keep  the  town 
government  abreast  of  the  demands  of  current  growth.  These  recommendations 
were  reviewed  with  the  Selectmen  and  the  Budget  Committee  with  a  proposal 
that  they  be  implemented  by  the  inclusion  of  necessary  funds  in  the  Town 
Budget  for  the  coming  year. 

Of  course,  there  has  been  no  let-up  in  the  subdivision  of  land  for  development 
in  Bow.  This  continues  to  occupy  a  major  portion  of  the  Planning  Board's 
activities. 

This  year  saw  the  retirement  of  two  respected  long  term  members  of  the 
Board,  Winfield  Robin  and  Reginald  Scott.  Their  valued  judgement  and  intimate 
knowledge  of  the  town  is  missed.  The  Board  sincerely  thanks  them  for  their  long 
service. 

The  Board  was  fortunate  to  receive  the  appointments  of  Michael  Blake  and 
A.  J.  Runnals  as  new  members.  Mr.  Blake's  knowledge  as  a  professional  planner 
and  Mr.  Runnels'  as  a  professional  engineer  are  assets  for  the  town.

BOW  HISTORY  PROGRESS  REPORT  -  1969 

Monthly  meetings  have  been  held  in  the  Baker  room  of  the  Bow  Library. 

The  Committee  voted  at  its  March  meeting  to  retain  the  services  of  David 
Bundy  as  Technical  Assistant  for  another  year,  with  Mr.  Fosher  guiding  his 
efforts  in  the  proper  direction.  The  areas  are  basically  land  records,  development 
and  plotting  from  where  Mr.  Fosher  has  stopped,  maybe  making  a  map  for  every 
25  years  progress.  We  would  like  to  see  the  boundaries  as  they  appeared. 

David's  work  for  the  History  Committee  for  the  summer  of  1969  consisted  of 
work  at  the  New  Hampshire  Historical  Society,  going  through  the  first  hundred 
books  of  Provincal  Deeds  and  copying  those  concerning  Bow.  These  files  are 
now  in  the  History  Committee's  collection  at  the  Bow  Library.  He  has  started  on 
the  second  hundred  books  of  deeds  that  have  been  brought  to  the  New 
Hampshire  Archives  in  Concord  from  the  Rockingham  County  Court  House  in 
Exeter. 

David  believes  the  most  interesting  discovery  made  while  doing  his  research 
last  summer  was  that  the  Province  of  Massachusetts  had  laid  out  the  town  of 
Suncook  in  1728  over  the  territory  of  present  day  Bow.  The  Suncook  lots  were 
settled  very  early  (some  as  early  as  1729)  and  since  most  of  the  proprietors  of 
Bow  resided  in  Stratham,  Bow  was  not  settled  until  sometime  after  1729.  The 
Suncook  lots  that  had  been  settled  were  quit-claimed  by  the  proprietors.  It 
seems  that  the  original  settlers  of  present  day  Bow  were  originally  from  the 
Province  of  Massachusetts  and  they  thought  they  were  settling  in  Suncook, 
Massachusetts. 

It  is  a  pleasure  to  relate  some  of  the  Committee's  activities  this  past  year.  Mrs. 
Brown  exhibited  some  wooden  dolls  carved  by  the  former  Miss  Mary  Whittier,  a 
one  time  resident  of  the  Alb  in  road.  Miss  Whittier  was  the  first  person  to  do 
carving  for  the  N.  H.  League  of  Arts  and  Crafts. 

We  secured  on  loan,  a  portion  of  the  late  Att'y  Willoughby  A.  Colby's 
records,  pertinent  to  the  town  of  Bow.  These  have  been  copied  and  placed  on 
file. 

A  copy  of  "Kennebec  Memories",  compiled  by  Mr.  Roy  W.  Peaslee  was 
presented  to  the  Committee. 

Through  David's  research  at  the  Historical  Society  he  reported  that  three 
presidents  have  stopped  in  Bow;  namely,  Franklin  Pierce,  Andrew  Jackson,  and 
Martin  Van  Buren. 

David,  with  assistance  from  Mr.  Fosher  has  prepared  a  most  enlightening  and 
interesting  map,  drawing  in  all  lots  as  plotted  by  the  Suncook  Proprietors. 

Mr.  Fosher  had  on  display,  a  property  map  of  the  Town  of  Bow  with  the 
added  Bow  Proprietors  lay-out,  the  added  Suncook  Proprietors  lay-out  with  the 
Suncook  division  range  and  lot  numbers. 

Mrs.  Brown  is  making  double  duplication  copies  of  the  card  file,  numbering  in 
the  hundreds.  For  the  protection  of  such  files  we  believe  a  copy  should  be  given 
to  the  Historical  Society  or  the  N.  H.  Archives. 
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The  locations  of  the  many  school  districts  have  been  placed  on  the  map. 
District  No.  2,  Bow  Center,  was  found  to  have  been  located  in  several  different 
areas:  1.  Corner  of  Turee  Pond  road  beside  the  Evans  Cemetery  and  White  Rock 
Hill  road,  2.  Corner  of  Page  road  and  White  Rock  Hill  road,  location  of  the 
Leonard  Davis  residence,  3.  The  Town  House  school,  and  4.  the  Bow  Center 
school  where  it  now  stands,  moved  there  in  1924  by  Perley  Clough,  Joseph 
Smith,  and  John  Gourley.  Many  of  the  other  districts  were  re-located  in  the 
same  manner  as  to  benefit  the  most  children. 

Mr.  Roland  Barnes  of  Concord  has  been  approached  and  will  write,  to  the 
best  of  his  knowledge,  the  history  of  a  parcel  of  land  owned  by  his  mother,  the 
late  Nellie  Hemphill  Barnes. 

Mr.  &  Mrs.  Philip  Sargent  were  present  at  one  of  our  Fall  meetings,  bringing 
with  them  deeds  relating  to  their  home  on  Grand  View  Road.  Mrs.  Ai  Hammond 
was  also  present  relating  incidents  regarding  Bow. 

Mrs.  Jewel  Smaus  visited  Mrs.  Brown  and  volunteered  to  write  the  story  of 
Mary  Baker  Eddy. 

Mrs.  Howard  has  prepared  a  synopsis  of  the  Bow  school  history  through 
1945,  just  a  small  fraction  of  the  data  compiled. 

Mr.  Blanchard  has  taken  some  aerial  views  of  the  Bow  Memorial  school,  now 
at  the  school.  He  also  has  some  copies  of  the  old  town  map. 

A  copy  of  "Cemetery  Records"  as  prepared  by  Miss  Priscilla  Hammond,  has 
been  completed  by  Mrs.  Virginia  Abbott,  and  placed  in  the  files  at  the  library. 

Your  committee  feels  a  wealth  of  vital  information  has  been  compiled.  We  are 
hoping  to  obtain  some  professional  guidance  in  the  year  ahead  as  we  believe  this 
will  be  a  busy  and  profitable  year.  There  is  need  for  interested  citizens  with  good 
eyes  and  willing  hands  to  assist  in  the  many  areas  of  writing  the  "History  of 
Bow".  We  have  a  rather  lengthy  Bibliography,  isn't  there  some  facet  that  would 
be  of  interest  to  you? 

Only  by  dogged  determination  can  we  see  this  project  through  by  the  target 
date,  May  1977. 

This  should  be  a  continuous  functional  committee  beyond  1977,  maybe  a 
"Bow  Historical  Society"?

You  are  hereby  notified  to  meet  at  the  Bow  Memorial  School  in  said  District 
on  the  13th  day  of  March,  1970,  at  eight  o'clock  in  the  evening  to  act  upon  the 
following  subjects: 

1.  To  determine  and  appoint  the  salaries  of  the  School  Board  and  Truant 
Officer,  and  fix  the  compensation  of  any  other  officers  or  agents  of  the  District. 

2.  To  hear  reports  of  Agents,  Auditors,  and  Committees  or  Officers  chosen 
and  pass  any  vote  relating  thereto. 

3.  To  choose  Agents,  Auditors,  and  Committees  in  relation  to  any  subject 
embraced  in  this  warrant. 

4.  To  see  if  the  District  will  authorize  the  School  Board  to  contract  with  the 
Concord  Union  School  District  and  any  other  school  districts  for  the  tuition  of 
Bow  pupils  of  said  District  at  any  amount  necessary  to  provide  therefor.

Submitted  herewith  is  the  report  of  the  annual  examination  and  audit  of  the 
accounts  of  the  Bow  School  District  for  the  fiscal  year  ended  June  30,  1969, 
which  was  made  by  this  Division.  Exhibits  as  hereafter  listed  are  included  as  part 
of  the  report. 

SCOPE  OF  AUDIT 
Included  in  the  examination  and  audit  were  the  accounts  and  records  of  the 
School  Board  and  the  School  District  Treasurer. 

FINANCIAL  STATEMENTS 

Comparative  Balance  Sheets:  (Exhibit  A) 

Comparative  Balance  Sheets  as  of  June  30,  1968  and  June  30,  1969,  are 
presented  in  Exhibit  A.  As  indicated  therein,  the  financial  condition  changed 
from  a  Net  Debt  of  $74,198.79  to  a  Surplus  of  $6,896.86  during  the  fiscal  year 
ended  June  30,  1969. 

Analysis  of  Change  in  Financial  Condition:  (Exhibit  B) 

An  analysis  of  the  change  in  financial  condition  of  the  School  District  during 
the  fiscal  year  is  made  in  Exhibit  B,  with  the  factors  which  caused  the  change 
indicated  therein. 

Comparative  Statements  of  Appropriations  and  Expenditures  —  Estimated  and 
Actual  Revenues:  (Exhibits  C  &  D) 

Comparative  statements  of  appropriations  and  expenditures,  estimated  and 
actual  revenues  for  the  fiscal  year  ended  June  30,  1969,  are  presented  in 
Exhibits  C  &  D.  As  indicated  by  the  Budget  Summary  (Exhibit  D),  a  revenue 
surplus  of  $892.21  plus  a  net  unexpended  balance  of  appropriations  of 
$5,771.01,  resulted  in  a  net  budget  surplus  of  $6,663.22.

A  summary  statement  of  receipts  and  expenditures  for  the  fiscal  year  ended 
June  30,  1969,  made  up  in  accordance  with  the  uniform  classification  of 
accounts,  is  included  in  Exhibit  E.  Proof  of  the  Treasurer's  balance  as  of  June 
30, 1969,  is  indicated  in  Exhibit  F.

A  statement  of  the  School  District  Tax  Account  with  the  Town  of  Bow  for 
the  fiscal  year  ended  June  30,  1969,  is  presented  in  Exhibit  H.  As  indicated 
therein,  as  of  June  30,  1969,  the  School  District  had  received  from  the  Town  the 
total  of  the  1968-69  School  Tax  in  the  amount  of  $498,819.83.

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REPORT  OF  THE  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  SCHOOLS 

To  the  School  Board  and  Citizens  of  Bow: 

I  herewith  submit  my  eighth  annual  report  relative  to  the  Bow  Mills  School 
and  the  Bow  Memorial  School. 

The  Increasing  School  Population 

The  student  enrollments  in  the  schools  of  Bow  have  increased  at  the  rate 
suggested  in  the  demographic  study  and  projections  made  by  Dr.  John  Sullivan 
of  the  New  England  School  Development  Council  in  cooperation  with  the  school 
staff  and  school  and  town  officials.  Currently  there  are  461  students  enrolled  in 
our  schools  compared  to  320  enrolled  in  1964-65  or  a  44%  growth  in  the  last 
five  years.  Dr.  Sullivan's  study  projects  the  Bow  school  population  as  815  in 
1975  or  a  76%  increase  in  5  years  over  the  January  1970  enrollment. 

The  tuition  students  at  Concord  Junior  High  School  (grade  9)  have  increased 
from  31  in  1965  to  47  in  1969-70  or  a  51%  increase  in  4  years.  The  tuition 
students  at  Concord  High  School  (grades  10,11,12)  have  increased  from  87  in 
1965  to  122  in  1969-70  or  a  40%  increase  in  four  years.

The  Bow  Building  Program 

The  voters  of  the  town  of  Bow  approved  a  one  and  half  million  dollar 
addition  to  the  Bow  Memorial  School  at  the  March  1969  Annual  School  District 
Meeting.  The  addition  which  we  will  occupy  in  September  1970  will  accomodate 
the  growing  school  population  for  several  years  and  will  enable  the  Bow  School 
District  to  add  a  public  kindergarten  program  to  the  present  educational  efforts 
of  the  community.  The  kindergarten  program  will  complement  the  present  grade 
1  through  8  program  and  is  a  further  step  in  the  refinement  of  the  educational 
pattern  of  the  boys  and  girls  of  Bow.  Previous  additions  to  the  program  include 
remedial  reading,  special  class,  art,  chorus,  band,  physical  education,  laboratory 
science,  home  economics,  industrial  arts,  resource  center  coordinator  and 
additional  health  services. 

The  new  facility  makes  provision  for  ample  space  for  students  and  teachers 
and  an  opportunity  for  students  and  teachers  to  avail  themselves  of  the  Resource 
Center  housed  in  the  addition.  The  Resource  Center  Coordinator,  Nelson  Evans, 
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in  conjunction  with  John  Lyford,  Principal,  the  administrators,  school  board, 
Richard  Nichols,  Chairman,  and  the  members  of  the  Bow  Building  Committee, 
Carl  Smith,  Chairman  have  made  and  approved  plans  for  the  equipping  of  the 
Resource  Center  to  reasonably  provide  a  basic  library  collection  and  adequate 
audio-visual  aids  for  the  students. 

The  addition  also  includes  a  music  room  science  room,  art  room  and 
gymnasium. 

Staff  Preparation 

During  the  past  school  year,  the  staff  of  the  Bow  Schools  has  been  studying 
various  types  of  curriculum  organizational  patterns  in  use  in  schools  in  our 
country  today. 

Four  of  our  teachers,  accompanied  by  John  Lyford,  Principal,  attended  a 
week  long  institute  in  cooperative  teaching  and  continuous  progress  at  the 
University  of  North  Carolina,  Greensboro,  in  July.  Other  staff  members  have 
attended  workshops  and  institutes  relating  to  such  areas  as  physical  disabilities, 
mathematics  instruction,  reading,  library  book  selection  and  audio-visual  aid 
preparation.  Materials,  such  as  books  and  motion  picture  films,  have  been 
purchased  or  borrowed  to  better  familiarize  ourselves  with  current  trends. 

In  the  trips  and  conferences  that  have  been  attended  by  the  staff,  the 
members  have  gained  as  much  information  from  finding  out  what  we  do  not 
want  to  adopt  as  they  have  in  what  we  want  to  initiate.  Mr.  Lyford  states  that 
change  just  for  the  sake  of  change  should  not  be  our  policy.  The  school  year 
1 970-71  will  be  a  very  busy  year  for  the  staff  in  adjusting  to  a  new  school 
environment. 

Much  additional  staff  preparation  is  being  planned  for  the  summer  of  1970  to 
help  us  better  utilize  the  new  facilities  that  are  designed  to  meet  the 
ever-changing  educational  requirements  of  today's  young  people. 

We  are  fortunate  in  having  had  the  opportunity  to  observe  other  schools  in 
varying  situations  and  have  gained  much  by  learning  from  their  strengths  and 
weaknesses. 

Bow  School  Forest 

Under  the  direction  of  Roy  Peaslee  of  the  Bow  School  Board  a  start  has  been 
made  this  year  on  the  development  and  use  of  the  Bow  School  Forest. 
Assistance  has  been  given  through  the  office  of  the  State  Forester  outlining  in 
detail  comprehensive,  long  term  plans  embracing  uses  of  the  area  for 
educational,  recreational  and  income  purposes. 

A  copy  of  the  plans  including  a  map  of  the  Forest  are  on  file  at  Bow 
Memorial  School.  During  the  past  summer  approximately  two  acres  of  pine  near 
the  entrance  have  been  improved  by  weeding,  thinning  and  pruning. 

Bow  Schools,  the  Bow  Garden  Club,  Boy  Scouts,  Girl  Scouts  and  others  are 
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now  using  the  Forest  which  is  becoming  an  attractive  and  valuable  asset  of  the 
Bow  School  District. 

Hot  Lunch  Program 

The  hot  lunch  program  of  the  Bow  Schools  serves  an  anverage  of  265 
nourishing  meals  daily  with  approximately  60%  student  participation.  It  is 
anticipated  that  with  the  improved  hot  lunch  facilities  resulting  from  the 
renovation  that  the  student  participation  will  increase. 

State  Wide  Testing  Program 

The  schools  participated  for  the  second  year  in  the  New  Hampshire  state-wide 
testing  program  for  grades  2,  4,  6  and  8.  The  test  is  a  comprehensive  battery  of 
both  achievement  and  ability  tests.  While  the  greatest  value  of  testing  lies  in  the 
information  it  provides  about  the  individual  pupil's  progress  and  ability,  the 
standard  program  also  aids  in  analyzing  the  strengths  and  weaknesses  of  the 
curriculum.  Both  national  and  state  averages  are  provided  for  these  tests  so  that 
the  general  level  of  pupil  achievement  locally  can  be  compared  to  that  of  other 
New  Hampshire  communities.  At  the  present  time,  the  over-all  results  are 
encouraging.  More  valid  conclusions  can  be  drawn  next  year  when  children  who 
were  included  in  last  year's  program  are  re-tested.

I  wish  to  extend  my  sincere  appreciation  to  the  Bow  School  Board,  Richard 
Nichols,  Chairman,  Muriel  Howard,  Secretary  and  Roy  Peaslee,  active  member, 
for  the  dedicated  work  in  the  interests  of  the  welfare  of  the  boys  and  girls  of 
Bow.  I  wish  further  to  acknowledge  the  cooperation  of  John  Lyford,  Principal, 
the  students  and  citizens  of  Bow  and  Paul  Kilmister,  Assistant  Superintendent  of 
Schools,  for  the  continued  support  and  refinement  of  the  educational  effort  of 
the  Bow  schools.  May  I  also  acknowledge  the  loyal  support  of  Wayne  Evans, 
Supervisory  Union  No.  19  Business  Administrator  and  the  entire  office  staff.
